alent, Even in our healthiest, wealthiest, best 
carel-for families, can be heard everywhere 
the volee of Rachel weeping for her 
children, because they ‘are not,” and 
in the crowded end filthy tenement 
houses, Death has cut down the little ones by 
scores. Scarlet fever and measies have this sea- 
son appeared in a new and very fatal form. The 
patient is first attacked with a blotchy eruption 
on the face, resembling the latter disease, but 
still more unpleasant in aspect; on the succeed- 
ing day the body and extremities exhibit the 
genuine scarlet fever rash, which deepens and 
spreads until they are as red as 8 boiled lob- 
ster.
